But public housing as a wel- 
fare project was not undertaken 
unti the US. Housing Act was 
passed in 1937. 

Under this act, the housing 
authority makes loans to pubiic 


housing agencies for low-rental or 
slum clearance projects and also 
annual contributions or lump sum 
grants to muintain the low-rental 
character of these propects. 

These dwellings are _ available 
only w families whose net income 
does not exceed five times the 
rental, including ali utilities. 

The FPHA, as the authority is 
called, provides funds and _ sub- 
sidies to more than 650 local hous- 
ing authorities which dot the coun- 
try. These plan the project and

Certified Seed Potatoes 


Editor, Bulletin: Much has been 
said end written on the above sub- 
ject, and those of us who have given 
the matter some thought knew how 
serious the various potato diseases 
are becoming. 

A good deal of these potato 
troubles are the result of those 
people who having small gardens 
are careless about the quality of 
the seed they plant, and so long as 
they are potatoes, they plant their 
seed quite indiscriminately, with the 
result that disease is multiplied and 
soon spread over a considerable 
area. @ 

The write: is a small gardener 
and L have done my best to over- 
come potato troubles. but now find 
it very difficult to obtain a@ small 
quantity of certified seed. 

As an example of the idiotie ideas 


of our government department who 
deal with these certification mat- 
ters, | would eall attention to an 


experience of mine today. 

I visited a firm who were adver- 
tsing certified potato seed for sale, 
and was astounded to find that 1 
could not purchase less than a 
bag of 50 lbs. In fact I was 
told that bags could not he 
opened inspection until pur- 
chased, 

Such a quantity of seed would 
be quite in order where acreage 
was to be planted, but why should 
the small gardener be denied the 
right to purchase a few pounds of 


these 
for 


seed, if prepared to pay a fair 
price for them. 
This kind of nonsense by gov 


@ 


ernment officials is simply en- 
couraging the planting of poor seed 
and increasing and encouraging the 
spread of disease. 

I for one expect to pay a good 
price for certified seed, but I see 
no reason why I must purchase 50 
lbs. when 10 lbs. would be ample 
for my requirements, 

Probably other small gardeners 
have on these matters and I 
trust they will not hesitate to make 
heir opinions known

The 
answer was “No” on the grounds 
that such a scheme would cost 
$100,000,000 annually). 

This is a lot of bunk, and they 

know it. If a retirement allowance 
of $50 per month Was given at age 
65 without restrictions or qualifica- 
tions under a scheme similar to the 
Family Allowance plan whereby 
any person who did not require an 
allowance would automatically 
have the money taken away by the 
income tax, a lar#e pereentage of 
the $100,000,009 would revert back 
the treasury. 
If the Dominion can pay a family 
allowance which, by the way, was 
putting the cart before the horse, 
as the old people should have been 
taken care of first, they eaa most 
certainly pay an old age retirement 
allowance
